THE CYCLONE IN LOUISIANA. 
New Organs, April 30.—A Times- 
Democrat Meriden, La., special says: 
A terrible cyclone visited this parish, 
seven or eight miles above here, Satur- 
day evening, passing from nértheast to 
southwest. The length of the track is 


fifteen miles. The wind was of such 
terrfic force that not a house, tree or 
any obstruction is left. Cabins and 
barns are utterly demolished, while 
rails from fences are blown. for miles. 
The negro quarters on 8. J. Harrell’s 
place are utterly demolished. On forty 
acres of heavy timber land not a tree is 
left standing. Fences on the place are 
blown away, and not a vestige of corn 
or fodder is left. Wm. Gamble’s place 
is badly damaged. Miss Youngbiood 
is seriously and several children are 
slightly hurt. Several negroes were 
blown across a field and lit uninjured. 
None were killed or mortally wounded, 
but few dwellings being directly in the 
track of the tornado.

Tompstone, April 29.—It is stated 
that the Rangers returned home last 
night. The backbone of the movement 
was broken ten days ago, when Lieuts.

A NEW ENTERPRISE. 


Manufacture of Carbon Bisulphide 
to be Commenced in Los Angeles. 

Since the date when Southern Califor- 
nia began to adopt the mixed system of 
farming and abandoned the old method 
of leaving immense tracts of fertile lands 
to be used only.as pasturage for cattle, 
destructive animals and insects have 
greatly increased in all portions of South- 
ern California. The mischief done by 
squirrels, gophers, moths, scale-bugs, etc., 


suicided on account of a broken leg Pand in the northern portion of the State 


by the phylloxera, can hardly be estimated. 
The gopher, especially, has been the 
bane of the horticulturist, and has done 
incalculable damage to growing orchards. 
and vineyards. The squirrels have been 
dreaded by our grain-growers only next to 
drought, and between them both most of 
our California farmers have had to divide 
the results of their hard labor. 

Carbon bisulphide was discovered in 


France by an eminent scientist some 
years ago, and so successful has it proved 
in the phylloxera-infested vineyards that 
its inventor and manufacturer was award-. 
ed several diplomas by the Academies of 
Science in both England and France. It 
was found later that it can be successfully 
used as an exterminator of vermin of all 
descriptions, and it is now highly prized 
in all the countries of Europe. In 1880, 
under the management of John H. 
Wheeler, Secretary of the Viticultural 
Commission, its manufacture was com- 
menced in San Francisco, Mr. Foster, now 
of this city, having charge of the works. 
It has proved very useful in Northern 
California, and wherever it has been tried 
in Southern California it has given great 
satisfaction, Mr. J. DeBarth Shorb, Mr. 
R. Nadeau and other prominent farmers 
and fruit growers commending it in the 
highest terms. Believing that for this 
valuable article there will be a large and 
growing demand in this section in the 
future, Mr. Foster has associated with him 
Mr. Reed, an old resident of this city, and 
they have already constructed a commo- 
dious factory near the County Hospital, 
and will commence bottling carbon bisul- 
phide early this week.

“BONDS, YES,”’ OR “BONDS, NO’’? 


— 


In other columns of this morning’s 
Times will be found printed in full 
the scheme devised by the Mayor and 
Council for expending the one hundred 
thousand dollars proposed to be raised 
for the erection of new city buildings, 
provided the ticket bearing the de- 
vice, “Bouds, yes,” carries at next 
Thursday’s election. The scheme is 
ordered by the City Council to be pub- 
lished for the information of voters. 
It will receive, as it deserves, 
careful perusal by every citizen 
who takes proper interest in 
ths important municipal  enter- 
prise. If the bonds carry—it will re- 
quire a two-thirds vote to do it—the 
draft of the ordinance now published 
will be enacted into law and the 
scheme carried out. 
The subject is attracting 

interest, citizens are 
earnestly discussing the feasi- 
bility of the plan proposed— 
whether or not it is the best that can 
be adopted. 3 
The fact must not be overlooked 
that, should the bonds run the full 
length of time proposed— twenty years 
—the interest thereon will amount to 
an aggregatesum of $120,000—one- 
fifth more than the capital sum. 

Is there nota better plan that can 
be adopted? To raise at once the 
whole amount required— $100,000 --by 
a direct special tax 1s entirely feasible. 

It will not require a high rate, 
either—only a little more than one per 
eent. ‘The whole amount of the city 
tax rollin 1882 was $9,294,074. A 
tax of one and one-twelfth per cent. on 
this amount will produce $100,685.80. 
The whole sum. required can thus be 
raised “‘at one fell swoop,” so to speak. 
What say the taxpayers? We believe 
most citizens would prefer the plan of 
a direct tax to the scheme of issuing 
bonds as proposed. It would be more 
clean-cut and satisfactory in the end, 
and the end would not be so far off as it 
will be under the.bond plan. Besides, 
it would be a famous advertisement of 
the financial ability and euterprise of 
our people if they should clean up the 
whole business at one lick. It can be 
done. 

What say the tax-payers? Thurs- 
day’s vote will decide.

A CLIMATIC RIVAL. 


The Rev. Sheldon Jackson, who 
lived five years in Alaska, assures a 
Philadelphia audience that. “‘no words 
can be strong enough to express the 
charm of this delightful land, where a 
chinate softer than that of the north 
of England insures at all times of the 
year full enjoyment of all the loveliness 
around you.”’. He further said that in 
forty years the mercury in Alaska had, 
by Russian record, only twice gone 
below zero. 

The Rev. Sheldon Jackson is a no- 
torious romancer—a very Munchausen 
when he turns himself loose in a _lec- 
ture about Alaska. He is clean gone 
dafton it. In discussing the climate 
of that country, the particular part of 
it referred to is of the first conse- 
quence, if the facts are what is want- 
ed. Those, however, we suspect, are 
the last things the Rev. Sheldon Jack- 
son is in search of. The country is of 
vast area, equal in territorial @&panse 
to one-sixth the entire area of the 
United States: it covers many degrees 
of latitude, and in its climate can be 
found a range of more than sixty de- 
grees at one time. The region referred 
to by the romancing reverend quoted 
above is Southeastern Alaska—the Sit- 
ka region—where,’tis true, the climate 
is peculiarly mild and exceedingly 
humid, the rainfall in inches running 
up into the nineties. Sitka is only on 
the 75th parallel of north latitude. If 
the rose-coloring lecturer wants to find 
weather, let him go northward and in- 
land from the sea, or even tothe shores 
of Norton Sound, on the 63d parallel, 
wherethe mercury has been known to 
drop fifty-five degrees below zero. On 
the river Yukon, at Fort Reliance, a 
point some seventeen hundred miles 
from the mouth of that mighty stream, 


and cn or about the 64th purallel, the 
mereury*fellto 60 degrees below zero 


on the 20th of February, 1879, while 


the mean temperature for the month | 
wus 254 degrees below zero. 


In the 
winter of 1875-'76, at Fort Yukon, 
which lies within the Arctic Circle, 
being situated on the most northerly 
bend of the Yukon river, a bottle of 
quicksilver froze solid and remained 
so for a fortnight. The writer had 
this statement from the lips of a wiid, 
Untamed son of the frozen North, a 
fur-trader, who hibernated at Fort 
Yukon during that winter. The mer- 
cury thermometer only is available for 
“‘measuring the weather” in such a 
place. 

As examples of the extremes of heat 
and cold experienced in that far north- 
ern land, a quotation from mem- 
oranda made by the writer on the spot 
will come in here first rate: ‘The ex- 
treme difference between the coldest 
day, February 20, [1879], and the 
warmest days, May 13th and Septem- 
ber 14th, was 132 degrees! The 
following remarkable extremes were 
experienced in @ single day: “On 
the 6th ‘of February, during the 
prevalence of a gale from the south- 


west, the temperature rose from 28 thousand 


degtees above zero at 7 o’clock in the 


morning to zero at noon, and to 14|° 


degrees above zero at 8 Pr. M., then 
suddenly fell to 18 degrees below zero 
at 5 p. m., and to 28 degrees below at 
10 rp. m.!” All this was within the 


called Alaska.
